STORED WHEAT 
AT A LOW MARK 


Estimates By Government 


Show Stocks In Mills 
and Elevators Lowest 
But One in 10 Years. 


"Washington, March 18 —Stocks of 


wheat m country mills and elevators 
March 1, were estimated at 72,364,000 
bushels by the United States depart 
ment of agriculture. 
This is the 
smallest quantity m the record of 
reports made to the department for 
that date during the past ten yeais, 
with the exception of March 1 1918 
when the abnormally low stocks of 
66,000,000 bushels folowed the small 
wheat ciop of 1017 


Exports of wheat from the 1921 
crop hav e been heavj and country 
mil's and elevatois possess only 9 
percent of that crop 
This is the 


smallest percentage for these stocks 
in the same month in ten -J ears. The 
highest record is 16 percent 


Average wheat stocks m country 


mills and elevators March 1 during 
the past five years were about 91- 
000 000 busnels. 
Stocks this vear 


were 20 percent less than the five 
year average Wheat stocks of this 
class were as much as 155000,000 
bushels in 1916 or 112 percent more 
than the 1922 figure.

One and one half cups flaked sal 
mon, 1 1 2 cups cold mashed pota 
toes, 2 eggs, 1 tablespoon bread 
crumbs, 
a tablespoons butter, 
1 
tablespoon minced parsley, milk, 3 
teaspoon silt, 1-4 teaspoon pepper. 


Remove all skin and bones from 
salmon and flake. 
Mix with pota 


toes, add butter, salt and pepper and 
eggs. Mix w ell and add enough milk 
to make of the consistency of very 
thick batter. Beat well. Turn into 
a butteud baking dish, cover witi 
bread crumbs and bake fn a mod- 
erate oven about 45 minutes. Any 
left-over cooked fish can be used in 
place of salmon. 


Salmon and Macaroni. 


Two cups flaked salmon, 1-2 cup 


macaroni broken in inch pieces. 3 
table,poojis grated cheese, 1 table- 
spoon butter, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-8 
teaspon pepper, 1 cup white sauce. 


Remove all skin and bones from 


salmon and flake. Boil macaroni for 
13 minutes in salted water. Drain 
and blanch. 
Add to white sauce. 


Add two tablespoons cheese, fish, 
.salt and pepper to macaroni mixture 
Mix well and turn into a buttered 
baking dish. 


Sprinkle with remaining cheese, 


dot with bits of the butter and bake 
15 minutes in a hot oven. 


Salmon Kedgeree. 
Two cups salmon, 1 cup boiled 


rice, 2 tablespoons butter, 1 table- 
spoon minced parsley, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1-4 teaspoon paprika, few grat- 
ings nutmeg-. 


Remove skin and bones from sal- 


mon and 
cliMde in lather large 


flakes. 
Melt butter in a smooth 


sauce pan, add rice, cover and shake 
over the fire till thoroughly hot. 
Season and add fish. 
Lift very 


rcnlly and cook five minutes to heat 
the salmon. Serve poled on a hot 
dish. 


Tuna, Fish with Eggs. 
Four eggi, 1 cup tuna fish, S table 


°l'oons butter, 2 tablespoons milk, 
1-3 teaspoon salt, 1-S teaspoon pop- 
per, hot buttered toast. 
Beat Eggs slightly with milk. 
Season with salt and pepper. Melt 
butter in sauce pan and add the tuna 
fish broken m flakes. When very hot 
add the eggs. 
Cook s'owly and fetir 


with a siKer fork constantly. Lift 
the mixture lather than stir it 
round and round in the pan. 


When the whole be-jina to thicken 


remove from the fire and serve on 
hot buttered toast.
